Information needs 
to be safe from 
political agendas

On a recent visit to Sault Ste. Marie, Canada, I encoun- 
tered a situation that at first made me chuckle and shake 
my head in disbelief. Since then I have not been able to 
shake the incident from my mind, and f have discovered 
that it bothers me more than | thought. 

My daughter and I crossed the bridge to Canada in 
search of a dance apparel store to look for jazz shoes. We 
had heard of such a store, but did not know the exact name 
or location of the business. 

As we cleared customs in Canada, I saw a sign that 
advertised visitor information, which was just what we 
needed. We pulled into a large but curiously deserted park- 
ing lot, parked, and entered the information building. In- 
side we were greeted by a startling site. 

Yellow “crime scene” tape blocked our way to the side 
of the room with maps, brochures, and other information, 
and an extremely stern-faced armed guard made sure no 
one disobeyed the “Do Not Cross This Line” order printed 
on the tape. We could go to the currency exchange counter, 
but when we asked the clerk about how we could find the 
dance apparel store, she glanced nervously at the armed 
guard and then indicated there “might” be a phone book 
in the lobby. 

Apparently government workers were on strike, and 
information was being held hostage. I do not know the 
social or political reasons behind the strike, nor am I mak- 
ing any commentary on whether or not the workers had a 
right to strike. 

But I find it disturbing that any kind of information 
was being used as a pawn in the dispute. It brings to my 
highly imaginative mind Bradbury-esque visions of es- 
calating repression of free access to thoughts, ideas, or as 
in our case, directions. And did they really need an armed 
guard to protect the maps and brochures? 

I began to wonder if librarians were government em- 
ployees, and if so would the libraries be surrounded by 
alarming yellow tape and guarded with guns? From there 
it is only a short leap of the imagination of banning and 
burning. 

I believe free access to information should be safe from 
political agendas. If one group can forbid access to one 
kind of information, what is to stop another group from 
forbidding access to any other kind of public informa- 
tion? This is one of those slippery slopes we hear about, 
and even the fanciest of jazz shoe won't help us keep our 
grip on rationality when we use our freedoms for bar- 
gaining chips.

Emergency training 
makes sense for 
teachers and coaches 


TO THE EDITOR: 


The American Red Cross is leading an effort to make 
schools, homes and workplaces safer. We have all learned 
the painful lessons of the past year — that emergencies 
happen without notice or time to prepare. None of us can 
predict when we may be called upon to respond in a cri- 
sis. 

In our schools, it is the teachers and the coaches who 
are on the front lines for our children when an emergency 
happens. They carry the burden that in a time of need, 
they may have to respond quickly to an injured or ill child. 
Emergencies in our schools take many forms, from chok- 
ing incidents in the lunchroom, to accidents on the play- 
ing field and even unthinkable tragedies in the classroom. 
Those who lead our youth need to be trained to respond 
quickly and appropriately with first aid, CPR or sports 
safety measures. Now is the time for training, not during 
a frantic 911-phone call when every second matters and a 
child’s life is at stake. 

Parents in our community should expect that our teach- 
ers and coaches. would provide proper care for a child 

-during an incident or emergency. The Centers for Dis- 
ease Control reports that injury visits to hospital rooms 
by youth average 2.6 million per year for sports related 
activities or about 91,000 annually in Michigan. 
". It only makes sense that our:coaches and teachers are 
trained. They work with our children every day, often 
spending more hours a day with our children than even 
the parents. So, when an injury does occur they must be 
able to respond immediately and with the: proper train- 
ing.

The arrival of spring brings music from the treetops

If the thought of longer hours of daylight and the musi- 
cal cries of songbirds make you feel like spring is around 
the corner, well so be it. 

| anticipate spring way to early, only because the thought 
on my mind is the spring migrations of birds heading back 
to their nesting territories. If you enjoy bird- watching and 
bird feeding then springtime is like an early Christmas 
present. Many of us have endured a long winter of keep- 
ing our bird feeders filled to get the chic-a-dee, juncos, 
and goldfinches through the winter. 

Food staples in winter time for all songbirds is impor- 
tant. On cold nights birds need good food reserves to help 
keep them warm. Placing sunflower and thistle seeds in 
feeders will help these birds survive. Woodpeckers such 
as the Hairy and Downy and nuthatches will also do well 
with the offering of suet to build up fat reserves. Don’t 
skip on feeding your birds in the winter. Always try and 
keep your feeders filled. 

In summer, some people will not feed birds at all. This 
is fine since some think it will interfere with the birds’ 
nesting habits, or foraging for the proper foods if given 
the options of sunflower seed or suet. Myself, I feed birds 


year-round and | find that it attracts a variety of birds. 
Placing nest boxes around the yard also encourages hard- 
to-attract birds to our place. ] have attracted Northern 
Orioles to nest and feed in my yard with the offering of 
sliced oranges. And to photograph them as they came to 
feed was a great delight. 

I keep a “Life List and Diary” of the birds I see and 
photograph. This gives me the opportunity to go back and 
see: my bird count and list whether or not I have yet to 
record this species on film. My list is in need of more 
recordings, since I seem to get so wrapped up in photo- 
graphing birds that I tend to forget to enter what I see in 
my diary. Oh well, the image is always etched in my 
mind. 

And most “birders” like being out with birds to iden- 
tify them by song or sight. Getting to become a bird- 
watcher seems to be addictive to most. It starts out witha 
simple bird feeder in your yard located close to a window 
so you can observe the birds. Then you notice that you 
see a variety of birds at your feeder and go out and buy a 
hanging feeder and some suet. Soon you have a mass 
amount of birds that you can’t identify. Now you need a 
bird book to identify them. 

All seems well now and the birds are loving you for the

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good food you provide and the suet cakes too. And your 
bird book is a great asset because now you know what a 
Red-Breasted nuthatch is versus a White-Breasted 
nuthatch. And the Hairy woodpecker is a little bit bigger 
than a Downy woodpecker. And why do I see the Red 
Polls in the winter and not so much in the summer? And 
if that is a goldfinch at my feeder, is it a male or a female 
and what’s up with its coloration? Do they change color 
in the winter? Then you start looking for a good pair of 
binoculars... 

So if your guilty of this then I give you a “high five.” 
You have now become somewhat of a birder and have a 
passion to continue this great hobby of bird watching. 
And really it only gets better. You'll find you will travel 
to see other species of birds that you want to add to your 
list.

the structure. ‘Maybe we need to re- 
visit [the previous decision] and give 
these people the right and the go- 
ahead to put an alternative clock in 
there,” so long, he continued, that the 
clock is “reasonable and fits with the 
architecture of the building.” 

Indeed, moments before, REAP 
representative Jeff Wellman stated 
that the company would be happy to 
purchase a different clock. 

“It’s a shame to have the tower sit- 
ting there when there should be some 
sort of clock {in it],” Wellman said. 

Citizens in attendence were sup- 
portive of the possibility of an alter- 
nate clock being placed in the tower, 
with the old city clock perhaps find- 
ing a different home at a museum or 
in one of the parks, after refurbishing 
finally takes place. 

Though commissioners unani- 
mously voted not to spend city money 
to renovate the clock, differences of 
opinion exist in how to proceed from 
there, owing to the fact that a previ- 
ous commission, in 1997, approved 
the Tower Center design and use of 
right of way only with the inclusion 
of the city clock. 

Said commissioner Chuck Vondra, 
“The previous commission granted 
the use of the right of way for the city 
clock. It’s not just a one-fold issue.” 

The right of way issue, though, for 
at least one commissioner, is Over. 
“We've talked that to death,” Grunch 
said. “There has to be good faith in 
addressing this issue. They built [the 
Tower Center] in good faith.” 

Mayor Eleanor Stackus, however, 
had a, different view. The reason 
REAP got permission to use the right- 
of-way, Stackus said, was because 
they were “going to build the’ tower 
to house the city clock . . . If it does 
not house the Boyne City clock, the 
building [needs to be] revamped for

dards].” 

Commissioners declined to make a 
decision on the status of the Tower 
Center building, with Vondra request- 
ing a copy of the minutes of,the 1997 
commission decision regarding the 
construction of the Tower. Center. 
Grunch, however, warned of future 
problems if the commission asks 
REAP to make changes to their build- 


ing now. 

“You might open a can of worms 
[in terms of] litigation,” he said. “If 
were the building owner, I wouldn't 
stand for it. I'd have you in court ina 
minute.” 

After the meeting, Wellman said 
that while REAP owners (including 
Wellman, Becky Voice, and Gary 
Deters) are “sorry that the clock is not 
going to be installed in the tower...

board officials] recommended that we 
adopt the state ordinance,” Hewitt 
said. 

* Though initially the group hoped 
to craft an ordinance specific to the 
area, through the process they discov- 
ered that toying with such wording 
would create many more opportunties 


for litigation and liability. Using the | 
state ordinance, Hewitt said, means. 


that “issues challenged will all fall 
back onto the state,” rather than the 
city. 

After the language was in place, the 
next step was research to find evi- 
dence as to just why Pearl Street 
would qualify for such a designation, 
a long process entailing tips to the 
county courthouse, perusing census 
records and old newspapers, and talk- 
ing to “old-timers” in the community. 
What the group found was a wealth 


of historical significance, including * 


connections to some founding Boyne 
City families, such as the Beardsleys 
and the Whites. One of the homes 
was built in 1887 by lumber baron 
W.H. White for his daughter, Pearl, 
after whom the street is named. Most 
of the homes in the district date from 
the late 1800s and early 1900s, with 
‘many constructed in the Queen Anne 
style. Many of the homes, Hewitt 
noted, have maintained their original 
appearance, evidence of the residents’ 
prior commitment to historic preser- 
vation. 

“The homeowners are thrilled 
about doing this,” Hewitt said. “They 
obviously appreciate the character of 
the homes, also.” : 

For example, even prior to the or- 
dinance, when one home on the street 
suffered fire damage, the homeowner, 
aware of the possibility of a future 
historic designation, took pains to 
assure that the contractor keep the 
home in the original Victorian style. 

“We appreciated that he kept that 
in mind.” Another homeowner, Tom

Sheets, is a “perfect example” said 
Hewitt. Though Sheets gutted and re- 
modeled the home, “he used all of the 
wood framing, and had the lead glass 
replaced. He tried to keep everything 
intact. 

“These are people who have a great 
appreciation for this type of home.” 

Once the research phase was com- 
pleted, the group compiled a report 
including home photos and descrip- 
tions, and supporting historical infor- 
mation. The report was submitted for 
review to the State Historical Preser- 
vation Board for review. 

Once reviewed at the state level in 
the fall of 2001, the group had the 
green light to present the report to the 
city commission for approval. 

Though commissioners suggested 
a few minor changes after last week's 
first reading, including some specific 
information about fees, the board ap- 
proved the reading 5-0. If the second 
reading is approved, the ordinance 
will go into effect, signaling the dis- 
solution of the study group and the 
necessity to form an historical com- 
mission to work in conjunction with 
the zoning administrator. 

Though Hewitt and other group 
members are pleased with the out- 
come of their work, all of them, she 
said, have moved on to other com- 
mitments and so won't be coming to- 
gether as a group to pursue historical 
designation for any other district in 
town. With an ordinance in place, 
though, any other group that wishes 
to seek such a designation will have 
a much less daunting road to travel. 

“We've made it a lot easier now for 
anything to be done,” Hewitt said, 
adding that she and other group mem- 
bers would be more than willing to 
assist someone else in just such an 
endeavor. 

“We strongly encourage anybody 
that needs help forming a group, or 
guidance to start on another street }o- 
cation,” she said. “We'd be happy to 
help them get started and help them 
along.”

And Physical Science) program, offered in 12 sessions tion.

The program was designed to teach girls 
necessary science process skills to enhance 
problem-solving skills and ultimately im- 
part the confidence to study the physical 
sciences in high school. Four students from 
four area middle schools (Boyne City, 
Boyne Falls, East Jordan. and Charlevoix) 
were selected to particpate based on test 
scores as well as an interest in science and 
mathematics. 

The girls met a total of 12 times, with 
the last two meetings taking place at East 
Jordan Iron Works where they worked with 
two female engineers and completed a real- 
world career project in physical science. 
The resulting project will remain at their 
school as a permanent exhibit to be shared 
with classmates. The girls will make 
presenations on the program to their re- 
spective school boards this spring. 


Everyone had a hand in the projects completed 
by the middie school students who participated 
in the Bridging the GAPS program.

“The misconception is that it has to

At East Jordan Elementary, 
Malpass sees the program as benefit- 
ting not just the kids participating, but 
their whole families through coopera- 
tive involvement.

_ alize that the level of support for the 


program from moms and dads is over- 
whelming.” 

While area students have seen the 
immediate benefits through their in- 
dividual growth, Johnston’s youth 
orchestra is also reaping what could 
be the long term benefits of the pro- 
gram. 

“We now have 30 kids in a lower- 
level concert orchestra,” Johnston 
said, many of whom started out par- 
ticipating in the in-school strings pro- 
grams. With the success, Johnston has 
visions of more youth orchestras in 
area communities. 

On May 20, community members 
will get to see some of the program's 
handiwork, at a free concert at Bay 
View where youth orchestra members 
will be guest performers. The con- 
cert begins at 7 p.m. The event, ac- 
cordirrg to Johnston, should be memo- 
rable. At a similar event last year, she 
said, “it was so fun... I started to see 
them all arriving [before the concert], 
and I wasn’t prepared for how I would 
feel.” By the tire they’d all arrived, 
she said, the emotions were over- 
whelming. ‘‘They’re working hard,” 
she said of the kids.
